A SUGGESTION FOR PRACTICAL 
CITIZENSHIP 


For many winters, Lacombe might 
have been referred to as the ‘‘hick 
town’’ where the residents have to 
walk in the middle of the streets, and 
this, in epite of the fact that a very 
large sum is paid in frontage tax 
each year for sidewalks, but which 
remain covered ‘with snow. 

Last winter several women and 
children had narrow escapes from 
injury from paseing automobiles and 
heavy sleighs sloughing around and 
many citizens feel that the time has 
rome when some pressure should he 
put upon residents tto clear their 
sidewalks of snow after each storm. 

The suggestion has also been made 
that part of the monies spent in re- 
lief work might very well be used to 
keep the walks adjacent to the town 
properties, park, vacant lots and 
sides of the corner |:ts clear of snow 
after each storm and that residents 
might be given a reasonable time to 
clear the snow from walks fronting 
their properties, and on them failing 


| to do so the town might do the work, 


charging the owner a reasonable sum 
for the labor. 

A petition is being circulated to 
this effect and it is to be hoped that 
all residents will be prepared to sup- 
port the council in whatever measure 
they may deem most expedient to 
obtain the desired end. 

In the meantime,.if each resident 
would feel his own personal respon- 
sibility for his own few feet of La- 
combe sidewalk, he would benefit in 
added vigor and pride of citizenship.

the Lacombe and District Board of 
‘Trade was held in the town hall on 
Thursday evening last, with the fol- 
lowing members present: G. E. De- 
Long, President; Mayor Jackson, BE. 
C. Chapman, U, E. Reeves, C. B. 
Halpin, A. Belcher, Rev. R. B, Lay- 
ton, W. C. Sweet P. GC. Owen, T. 
F. Roberts, T. Wilkes, E. W. Simp- 
fon, W. J. Trott, Stuart Taylor, Dr. 
Sharpe, A. M. Campbell, and the 
Secretary, Jesse Fraser 

The minutes of the previous meet- 
ing having been read, on motion they 
were adopted. 

Mr. Trott enquired if the Depart- 
ment had been approached on the 
question of the touting of the road- 
way through the town. Mr. Chap- 
man stated that he had interviewed 
the Department personally, and that 
promise had been secured that just 
as goon as an engineer was available, 
they would gladly co-operate with the 
town in choosing most suitable route. 
Mayor Jackson promised that he 
would at once take the matter up 
with Mr. Rees, engineer in charge of 
the Gull Lake highway, and see if 
he would be willing to undertake the 
work. 

Mr. Wilkes enquired as to what 
had been done regarding the Musical 
Festival, and was informed by Rev. 
R. B. Layton that so far nothing 
had been done. 

The secretary-treasurer read the 
financial statement, of receipts and 
expenditures, which showed that the 
Board had a balance in bank of 
$192.65. The secretary gave an ex- 
haustive report of how the money 
had been expended on District Ex-- 
hibits, and Mr. Wilkes gave an ac-- 
count of the the success of the ex- 
hibits at Calgary and Edmonton, and 
was sure that our district had gained 
.& lot of valuable publicity from the 
exhibits, winning first at Calgary and 
2nd at Edmonton. After a short 
discussion, on motion the Financial 
Statement was adopted. 

On motion a hearty vote of thanks 
was tendered Thos. Wilkes for his 
hard work in arranging the exhib-- 
its, and unanimously passed. 

The President reviewed the work 
done by the Board during the year, 
and was pleased to say that the Board 
was working hard. He reviewed the 
financial statement, and was sure 
that every cent. had been wisely ex- 
pended. He pointed out the great 
advertisement the district had receiv- 
ed from the District Exhibits; the 
work done to secure the grading of 
the Gull Lake road, etc. He did not 
think the banquets should be contin- 
ued this year in view of the fact that 
money was a little scarce this season, 
but he looked for conditions to im- 
prove in the near future.

Mayor Jackson stated that the 
Courtcil had extended an invitation to 
the Lacombe and Bilindman Valley 
Hog Pool to hold their annual meet-- 
‘ing in Lacombe, and thought that 
the Board should also extend an in-- 
vitation. 

James Kinley’s book, ‘‘A New 
Era” was discussed at length, and 
came in for much favorable com- 
ment. It will be further discussed 
later on. No action with the re- 
quest from the promoters of the R. 
N.W:M.P. Memorial in Calgary. 

The question of the failures of 
Chinese merchants throughout the 
Province, was brought up, and it 
was thought something should be 
done through the Attorney-General ’s 
Department to have these failures 
investigated with a view to finding 
out how these failures happened.
